Ladies  and  Gentlemen* 

Annual  Report  of  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  I960. 

I  have  again  the  honour  of  presenting  to  you  the  Annual  Report 
on  the  state  of  health?  and  the  health  services  of  this  district 
during  I960. 

Although  nothing  momentous  has  occurred  during  that  time?  there 
are  some  items  of  interest  to  be  recorded. 

While  the  number  of  deaths  from  tuberculosis  of  all  kinds  is 
the  same  as  in  1959  there  is  a  net  increase  in  the  additions  to  the 
tuberculosis  register  of  14?  showing  clearly  that  while  this  disease 
is  no  longer  the  scourge  it  once  was?  it  is  by  no  means  eradicated. 
This  will  not  happen  until  every  person  is  protected  against  it  in 
one  way  or  another. 

I  am  happy  to  record  a  higher  birth  rate  -  the  adjusted  birth 
rate  of  17.53  in  I960  comparing  favourably  to  that  of  16.66  in  1959. 
The  actual  number  of  live  births  taking  place  was  442 o  The  birth 
rate  for  England  and  Wales  in  i960  was  17.1. 

The  death  rate  at  10.14  is  lower  than  the  previous  year  when 
it  was  10.55.  The  actual  numbers  are  303  ns  compared  to  313  and 
the  death  rate  for  England  and  Wales  in  i960  was  11. 5. 

With  regard  to  Infant  Mortality  (the  rate  here  being  15.84  ns 
compared  with  16.94  in  1959)?  I  am  happy  to  state  that  this  is  one 
of  the  lowest  in  the  Country?  the  National  figure  (under  one  year  of 
age)  being  21.7. 

Once  more?  during  the  year  there  has  been  no  maternal  death. 

The  last  death  was  in  1953* 

Preventive  medicine?  exemplified  in  the  Vaccination  and 
Immunisation  campaigns  is  more  than  holding  its  owrn.  I  am  glad  to 
say  that  the  citizens  of  West  Bridgford  are  fully  conscious  of  the 
benefits  conferred?  and  take  full  advantage  of  the  services  offered 
them  by  their  own  doctors  and  the  Public  Health  Department. 

After  an  unavoidable  break  in  the  B.  C.G.  campaign  against 
tuberculosis  it  was  restarted  during  the  year  with  unqualified 
success.  The  active  numbers  of  injections  against  Diphtheria/ 
Whooping  Cough?  Poliomyelitis  and  Tuberculosis  and  the  numbers 
of  Vaccinations  against  Smallpox  will  be  given  later  in  the  report. 

With  regard  to  the  Clean  Air  Act  of  1956  , while  West  Bridgford 
has  not  been  officially  designated  as  a  "black”  area?  it  has  been 
advised?  owing  to  its  proximity  to  the  City  of  Nottingham , to  regard 
itself  as  such.  Consequently  there  has  been  tentative  proposals 
to  make  (in  stages)  West  Bridgford  a  Smoke  Control  Area.  This 
will  throw  on  the  Health  Department  great  additional  work,  for 
which  an  increase  in  staff  is  inevitable. 
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Closely  linked  to  the  preceding  subject  was  the  Central  Electricity 
Board’s  application  to  acquire  compulsorily  over  525  acres  of  land 
at  Holme  Pierrepont ? in  order  to  create  in  two  stages  what  would  have 
been  the  largest  Generating  Station  in  Europe?  if  not  the  world. 

It  was  envisaged  that  in  addition  to  16  Cooling  Towers  of  over  300’ 
in  height  there  were  to  be  k  Chimneys  650’  high,  this  being  over  100’ 
higher  than  any  hill  in  the  County  (i.e.  one  near  Huthwaite).  It  was 
also  estimated  that  when  completed?  the  Station  would  consume  over 
10  million  tons  of  coal  per  annum.  The  site  of  this  station  abutted 
the  north  eastern  boundary  of  the  district  and  was  in  ’Green  Belt’ 
land?  so  vital  to  the  health  and  amenities  of  the  citizens  of  Notting¬ 
ham  City  and  West  Bridgford.  There  were  strong  objections  from 
numerous  bodies  not  only  in  West  Bridgford  but  in  all  the  surrounding 
districts  including  the  City  and  the  County.  The  Official  Enquiry 
by  an  Inspector  of  the  Ministry  of  Fuel  and  Power  opened  in  Radcliffe- 
on-Trent  on  22nd  November?  i960?  and  after  an  interruption  for 
Christmas  ended  on  26th  January?  1961.  The  Minister  of  Fuel  and 
Power?  on  the  advice  of  his  Inspector  sustained  the  objections?  thus 
I  firmly  believe  protecting  the  health  and  certainly  the  amenities 
of  half  a  million  people. 

Again  following  the  above  I  would  like  to  refer  to  ’’Causation 
of  Death  Tables”.  Where  death  is  attributed  to  the  heart  or  the 
lungs?  in  most  cases  it  will  be  found  that  both  organs  have  to  a 
greater  or  less  degree  been  affected.  In  the  table  there  are  31 
deaths  frankly  attributed  to  Pulmonary  disease?  and  120  to  Cardiac 
disease.  The  close  interdependency  of  heart  and  lungs  is  increasingly 
being  acknowledged?  and  the  term  ’’Cardio  -  respiratory”  condition  is 
being  increasingly  used.  The  condition  is  a  vicious  circle?  and  any 
attempt  to  improve  or  maintain  the  purity  of  our  atmosphere  should  be 
greatly  welcomed  as  an  effort  to  mitigate  this  common  cause  of 
morbidity  and  mortality. 

I  acknowledge  with  pleasure  the  close  co-operation  of  the  other 
Departments  of  the  Council.  I  am  especially  grateful  to  the  Staff 
of  the  Health  department  for  its  continued  loyal  support  and 
efficiency. 

Finally  may  I  express  my  appreciation  of  your  keen  interest 
in  the  work  of  the  Health  Department  and  the  support  you  have  given 
it  and  me  during  the  year.

The  above  tables  present  for  comparison  some  of  the  Vital 
Statistics  of  the  District  and  of  England  and  Wales  for  the  past 
19  years. 
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Population. 


The  Registrar  G-eneral  has  supplied  figures  which  show  a  further 
increase  in  population  of  442  persons.  The  natural  increase  of 
live  births  over  deaths  is  139. 

Births . 

The  births  recorded  in  I960  show  a  slight  increase?  being  442 
compared  with  413  in  1959.  This  gives  rise  to  an  increase  in  the 
birth  rate.  It  will  be  noted  from  the  previous  table  that  this 
compares  very  favourably  with  the  figure  for  the  Country  as  a  whole. 

The  still  birth  rate  (11.64)  has  decreased  very  considerably  and 
is  satisfactory  when  compared  with  the  figures  for  the  Country  as  a 
whole?  ie.19.8. 

Deaths. 

There  is  some  improvement  in  the  death  rate  as  compared  with 
1959.  The  actual  number  of  deaths  is  303  as  compared  with  313  in 
the  previous  year.  There  is  also  a  favourable  comparison  with  the 
corrected  death  rate  for  the  country  as  a  whole?  e.g  10.14  to  11.5. 

Also  there  is  a  natural  increase  of  births  over  deaths  of  139 » 
thus  again  showing  an  improvement  in  the  1959  figure  of  100. 

Infantile  Mortality  Rate. 

The  infantile  mortality  rate  has  again  decreased  considerably 

from  16.94  to  15.84. 

The  rate  has  decreased  to  a  further  extent  and  is  much  lower 
than  that  for  the  Country  as  a  whole?  the  figure  for  the  District 
being  15.84  compared  with  21.9  for  England  and  Wales. 

There  are  again  7  deaths  of  infants  during  i960  compared  with  7 
in  the  previous  year  and  of  these  7  deaths  none  are  over  4  weeks  of 
age.  The  following  table  gives  the  cause  of  death  together  with 
the  age  at  death.

It  will  be  noted  that  the  causes  of  death  are  mostly  due  to 
prematurity  and  developmental  causes  and  that  the  children  concerned 
had  only  a  very  short  life  and  with  our  present  knowledge  their 
deaths  were  not  likely  to  have  been  prevented.

Although  the  national  death  rate  for  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough 
and  Acute  Poliomyelitis  is  shown  as  0.00  and  is  correct,  there  have 
nevertheless  occurred  in  England  and  Wales  during  1960,5  deaths  from 
Diphtheria,  37  deaths  from  Whooping  Cough  and  22  deaths  from  Acute 
Poliomyelitis.  This  apparent  anomaly  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the 
calculations  are  based  on  the  population  of  45?755>000. 


These  death  rates  occurring  in  the  District  compare  favourably 
with  those  for  the  rest  of  the  Country.  The  rate  for  cancer  of 
the  lung  is  much  lower  than  the  previous  year  and  is  also  much 
lower  than  the  national  rate. 


The  rate  for  coronary  disease  is  approaching  although  still 
lower  than  the  rate  calculated  for  the  country.  This  disease  is 
causing  concern  and  is  actually  notified  in  one  area  at  least  (Fife) 
of  Great  Britain. 

The  following  details  of  deaths  amongst  residents  in  the 
District  have  been  estimated: - 


Deaths  between  70  &  80  years  -  98  or  32%  of  all  deaths. 

"  ”  80  &  90  years  -  92  or  30%  of  all  deaths. 

"  90  years  and  over  -  18  or  5%  of  all  deaths. 

The  oldest  person  to  die  was  a  male  aged  97  years.  From  the 

above  figures  it  will  be  seen  that  67%  of  all  deaths  occurring  in 
the  district  take  place  in  residents  over  the  age  of  70.  Below 
are  tabulated  further  details  about  these  deaths :-

Notifiable  Diseases. 

The  health  of  the  district  during  the  year  as  seen  by  notifi¬ 
cations  of  infectious  diseases  to  this  Department  has  maintained  its 
usual  high  state.  The  exception  I  refer  to  is  a  sharp  epidemic  of 
Measles?  595  cases  of  which  were  reported  to  me  compared  to  115  in 
1959*  This  however?  is  the  usual  pattern  of  this  trouble  which 
reaches  epidemic  conditions  every  two  years. 
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Th.e  following  table  shov/s  the  incidence  of  infectious  diseases 
together  with  that  for  the  previous  year  and  the  rate  per  1,000 
population  for  the  District.

Scarlet  Fever. 

The  figures  for  the  year  are  slightly  up  on  1959  i.e:-  21  to 
16.  The  disease  has  been  mild  in  character,  this  being  the  case 
now  for  several  years. 

Whooping  Cough. 

The  incidence  of  this  disease  is  a  little  less  (4  against  8) 
than  that  for  1959  and  the  incidence  rate  is  very  low  compared 
with  that  for  the  country.  This  disease  remains  the  most  serious 
infective  condition  of  the  commoner  fevers,  and  the  importance 
of  early  immunisation  (commencing  at  4  months)  cannot  be  over¬ 
stressed  against  this  dread  disease. 

Measles . 

The  figures  for  this  infectious  disease  have  increased 
compared  with  the  previous  year,  the  number  of  cases  being  595 
compared  with  115  in  1959-  This  shows  the  typical  two  yearly 
cycle  of  this  disease. 

Acute  Poliomyelitis.

Diphtheria  Immunisation  Service. 


This  service  is  again  run  on  an  agency  basis  for  the  Local 
Health  Authority. 

The  following  figures  represent  the  total  number  of  children 
protected  against  diphtheria  in  the  District  up  to  the  end  of  the 
year,  this  shows  again  a  satisfactory  rise:-

This  table  demonstrates  the  number  of  children  who  have  received 
a  full  course  of  protection  during  the  last  five  years  and  also  the 
total  number  of  children  protected  against  Diphtheria. 

The  Immunisation  state  remains  satisfactory  and  every  effort 
is  made  by  the  General  Practitioners  and  all  Health  workers  in  the 
District  fo  obtain  the  full  protection  of  all  children  before  they 
reach  the  age  of  one  year.  The  Ministry's  target  is  for  75%  of 
all  babies  to  be  protected  before  they  reach  their  first  birthday. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  figures  for  the  West  Bridgford  Urban 
District  are  good,  and  each  year  shows  some  improvement  over  the 
previous  year,  but  every  effort  will  be  made  to  ensure  the  maximum 
possible  results.  Since  the  wider  use  of  a  combined  Diphtheria- 
Whooping  Cough  prophylactic  material,  it  would  appear  that  more 
children  are  being  immunised.  This  material  is  used  at  an  earlier 
age  and  thus  the  figure  for  children  protected  under  1  year  of  age 
has  risen  to  169  in  I960  as  compared  with  146  in  1959. 

Whooping  Cough  Immunisation 

Since  October,  1955  the  Local  Health  Authority  has  made 
available  a  supply  of  combined  prophylactic  against  Diphtheria 
and  Whooping  Cough.  This  enables  a  child  to  be  protected  by 
injections  against  these  diseases,  the  immunising  material  being 
a  mixture  of  substances  conferring  protection  against  these  ill¬ 
nesses.  Since  the  scheme  was  introduced  there  has  been  very  little 
demand  for  protection  against  Diphtheria  alone  and  parents  being  very 
anxious  that  their  children  shall  not  develop  Whooping  Cough  invar¬ 
iably  request  the  use  of  the  combined  injection  material.  It  is 
very  gratifying  to  note  the  very  low  number  of  cases  of  Whooping 
Cough  notified  during  the  year. 

My  plea  for  the  use  of  Triple  Antigen,  i.e.  that  against 
Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus  in  one  injection,  is  even 
more  urgent  than  that  which  I  made  in  my  last  Annual  Report.  The 
Public  Health  Department  is  at  a  real  disadvantage  when  compared  with 
General  Practitioners  who  have  no  difficulty  at  all  in  obtaining 
Triple  Antigen.  The  result  is  that  preventive  work,  which  is  really 
that  of  the  Public  Health  Services,  is  being  more  and  more  taken  over 
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Whooping  Cough  Immunisation  (Contd. ) 

by  General  Practitioners.  I  submit  that  special  sessions  as 
held  by  the  Public  Health  Department,  doing  nothing  else  but 
Immuni sation,  is  a  method  much  to  be  preferred.  I  therefore 
again  urge  similar  facilities  being  given  to  the  local  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  who  is  the  Agent  of  the  County  for  the 
purposes  of  all  Vaccination  ^nd  Immunisation  Services. 

Poliomyeliti s  Vaccination . 

The  scheme  starting  in  1956  has  continued  during  I960  with 
ample  vaccine  available.  This  enabled  some  1,692  children  and 
adults  to  receive  two  injections  of  the  vaccine. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  some  186  children  and 
adults  awraiting  protection  against  this  disease.  This  work 
entailed  considerable  clerical  work,  which  increased  in  the 
ensuing  year.  These  numbers  of  children  and  adults  who  have 
been  treated  have  been  the  result  of  much  work  carried  out  in 
the  Department  and  other  work  has  had  to  be  postponed  to  a 
later  date.  In  addition  to  the  above  1,692  children  and  adults, 
some  2,189  children  and  adults  received  a  third  "boosting" 
injection  of  poliomyelitis  vaccine. 

This  work  was  carried  out  at  the  Child  Welfare  Clinics  at 
special  sessions  and  also  at  the  various  schools  in  the  case  of 
school  children.  The  very  ready  co-operation  of  the  Head 
Teachers  enabled  this  work  to  be  carried  out  with  minimum  loss 
of  time  from  an  educational  point  of  vi ew  and  it  also  resulted 
in  a  very  considerable  saving  in  clerical  work  and  postage  etc. 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  total  number  of  children  protected 
is  greater  than  the  figures  for  Diphtheria  immunisation  and  I 
am  of  the  opinion  that  the  response  has  been  very  gratifying.

B.C.G.  Vaccination.. 

This  Is  a  most  valuable  weapon  against  Tuberculosis  and, 

I  believe,  will  be  one  of  the  major  factors  in  the  ultimate 
eradication  of  this  grievous  disease.  A  start  was  made  in 
19585  but  had  to  be  discontinued  owing  to  the  extremely  heavy 
demand  on  the  time  of  the  previous  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
who  had  to  take  on  added  responsibilities  inother  administra¬ 
tive  districts. 

The  scheme  restarted  in  a  small  way  in  I960,  v/hen  42 
children  were  skin  tested?  and  of  these  36  were  found  to  have 
negative  readings  and  were  therefore  successfully  vaccinated 
against  Tuberculosis.  The  remainder,  i.e.  6  who  had  a  ’positive’ 
reaction  -  in  other  v/ords ,  who  had  at  some  time  in  their  lives 
come  in  contact  with  the  bacillus  of  tuberculosis  and  therefore 
were  unsuitable  for  vaccination  —  were  sent  to  the  Chest  Centre 
in  Nottingham  for  an  X-Ray  to  determine  the  actual  damage,  if 
any,  done  to  the  lungs. 
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Home  Help  Services. 


The  Local  Health  Authority  provide  a  home  help  service  and 
assistance  can  be  obtained  for  necessitous  cases  on  request  from 
the  County  Medical  Officer.  The  service  covers  the  following 
types  of  cases: - 

(1)  Maternity  cases. 

(2)  Mothers  of  young  children  when  requested  by  a 
Medical  Practitioner. 

(3)  Cases  of  illness  when  no  other  help  is  available. 

(4)  The  aged  and  infirm. 

No  nursing  attention  can  be  given  as  this  is  not  the  duty  of 
the  service?  which  caters  for  housework  and  the  preparation  of 
simple  meals  etc. 

The  cost  of  a  whole  time  home  help  for  a  full  42  hour  week 
may  be  considerable  to  the  home?  but  it  is  considered  by  the  Local 
Health  Authority  and  part  or  the  whole  may  be  remitted  in  necessitous 
cases . 


The  value  of  this  service  is  very  great  to  the  community  and 
leads  to  a  very  considerable  saving  in  hospital  beds?  accommodation 
for  old  persons  etc.  The  financial  saving  to  the  country  is  very 
considerable?  particularly  if  people  can  be  maintained  in  their  own 
homes . 

There  is  great  scope  for  the  growth  of  this  service?  which 
unfortunately  at  present  is  unable  to  be  fully  manned  owing  to  the 
high  state  of  employment  in  the  area.

It  is  to  my  personal  regret  that  for  the  first  time  as  a 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  I  had  to  invoke  Section  I  of  the  National 
Assistance  Amendment  Act  of  1951*  This  was  done  in  order  to  have 
removed  an  old  lady  of  86  years  who  was  found  to  be  in  need  of?  and 
refused  to  accept  urgent  care  and  attention  in  hospital.  The  case 
was  fully  reported  to  you  both  in  Health  and  Council  Meetings  and 
shov/ed  the  great  necessity  of  the  closest  co-operation  between  the 
Public  Health  Services  of  this  District?  the  Welfare  Services  of 
the  County  and  the  Regional  Hospital  Board.

The  water  supply  is  satisfactory  in  quantity  and  quality 
and  has  no  plumbo- solvent  action. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

There  is  no  change  to  report  since  the  last  annual  report 
apart  from  extensions  to  new  properties  erected  during  the  year. 

Public  Cleansing. 

The  removal  of  household  waste  is  dealt  with  by  the  Surveyor’s 
Department.  Disposal  is  by  means  of  controlled  tipping.  This 
work  is  well  maintained  and  the  reclamation  of  the  land  by  the 
controlled  tipping  vail  be  a  valuable  asset  to  the  District.

RODENT  CONTROL 


The  Council  are  still  in  receipt  of  a  50%  grant  from  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  for  this  work,  with  the 
exception  of  that  carried  out  at  business  premises  for  which  a 
small  charge  is  made. 

During  the  year  195  complaints  of  infestations  v/ere  received 
and  dealt  with,  the  operator  making  1,857  visits  and  4*236  surveys 
of  individual  properties  other  than  those  complained  of  and  72  rat 
bodies  and  209  mice  bodies  were  recovered.  On  premises  where 
"gassing"  was  carried  out  and  "spoon  baiting"  of  runs  etc.  it  was 
not  possible  to  recover  all  the  bodies  so  that  the  total  number  of 
rodents  destroyed  will  be  in  excess  of  the  above  figures.

AIR  POLLUTION. 

During  the  year  the  Health  Committee  discussed  the  possibility 
of  setting  up  Smoke  Control  Areas  with  a  view  to  making  the  whole 
of  the  Urban  District  a  Smoke  Control  Area  eventually.  These 
discussions  were  eventually  postponed  until  the  result  of  a  Public 
Inquiry  into  an  application  by  the  Central  Electricity  Authority 
to  build  an  electricity  generating  station  at  Holme  Pierrepont  was 
known.  It  was  considered  that  such  a  station  would  considerably 
increase  the  air  pollution  of  the  Urban  District.  Whilst  this 
report  was  being  prepared  it  has  been  announced  that  permission  to 
build  this  generating  station  would  not  be  granted  and  I  expect 
that  the  Health  Committee  will  now  renew  their  discussions  on 
smoke  control  areas. 

The  deposit  gauge  at  the  Council  Depot  was  in  use  for  the  whole 
of  the  year  and  a  second  gauge  was  purchased  and  installed  within 
the  grounds  of  the  British  Legion  on  Gertrude  Road?  West  Bridgford? 
and  came  into  operation  in  June.  This  second  gauge  was  purchased 
with  a  view  to  checking  on  the  amount  of  atmospheric  pollution  in 
the  Lady  Bay  Area  at  the  present  time  and  to  compare  this  with 
possible  pollution  in  the  future  if  an  electricity  generating 
station  was  set  up  in  the  adjoining  area  of  Holme  Pierrepont.

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MILK 


At  the  end  of  the  year  the  register  showed  that  there  are 
2  dairies  and  28  distributors  of  milk  in  the  district. 

Licences  issued  under  the  Milk  (Special  Designations) 

Regulations  1949  consisted  of  28  dealer's  licences  and  8  supplementary 
licences  for  the  sale  of  Pasteurised  milk,  25  dealer’s  licences  and 
8  supplementary  licences  for  the  sale  of  sterilised  milk  and  13 
dealer’s  licences  and  8  supplementary  licences  for  the  sale  of 
tuberculin  tested  milk.  Supplementary  licences  are  issued  to  dealers 
whose  business  premises  are  outside  this  area  and  who  have  been 
issued  with  dealer’s  licences  by  other  Authorities. 

The  production  of  milk  on  farms  is  now  under  the  control  of  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  who  operate  through  the  County 
Agricultural  Executive  Committee.  The  production  of  Pasteurised  and 
Sterilised  milk  is  under  the  control  of  the  County  Council. 

During  the  year  96  samples  of  milk  were  taken  and  submitted  for 
analysis,  comprising  42  tuberculin  tested  pasteurised,  36  pasteurised, 
18  sterilised.  Two  tuberculin  tested  pasteurised  milks  and  one 
pasteurised  milk  failed  the  methylene  blue  test. 

ICE  CREAM 


There  are  now  no  local  manufacturers  of  ice  cream,  all  supplies 
coming  from  outside  the  area.  Checks  are  made  on  retailers’  premises 
at  frequent  intervals.  Twelve  samples  of  ice  cream  were  taken,  during 
the  year  and  were  planed  in  Grade  1  by  the  analyst. 

FOOD 

The  food  shops  in  the  district  are  quite  satisfactory.  No 
slaughtering  takes  place  within  this  district,  fresh  meat  being 
obtained  mainly  from  the  Nottingham  abattoir  where  it  is  inspected  by 
the  City  Public  Health  Inspectors.  Regular  visits  are  paid  to  cafes 
and  other  food  preparing  premises  and  advice  and  instruction  are  given 
where  necessary.
